The Mobile T.B. X-ray Clinic 
will definitely visit Vulcan, and 
according to letter received Monday 
by M. D. McIntyre, indications are 
that it may be here the latter part 
of April. 

Application forms for chest X- 
ray in this clinic will be forwarded 
shortly. Every organization is 
urged to aid in making a canvass 
of the district so that as near as 
one hundred per cent average can 
be made as possible. 

The letter is as follows: 

Dear Mr. McIntyre: 

Mr. Dickey has given me your 
name. I have had a number of 
letters from different organizations, 
and from Miss Stewart, the public 
health nurse at High River, with 
reference to a proposed X-ray clinic 
in Vulcan. 

We shall be very glad to send our 
unit to your town. Do you think 
that it will EeTeasible to have such 
a clinic in April? Of course the 
highway will be all right, but will 
the people who live on the farms 
be able to get in? 

I have had a number of letters 
from representatives of organiz¬ 
ations in your town and district. 
Is it planned to have a central com¬ 
mittee, or is one organization tak¬ 
ing the lead in connection with Uiis 
work? The reason I am mention¬ 
ing this, is that if we are to go to 
Vulcan, we should very shortly 
send out our application cards, so 
that the families can be canvassed 
and the names put down of those 
who wish to show up for X-ray 
examination. In this way your 
committee will now exactly how to 
arrange the schedule, and we shall 
know how many days we should 
plan to spend in your district. 

In the meantime I shall await 
further information from you.

Gentlemen: 

Through the Vulcan Advocate I 
have noticed that you are cam¬ 
paigning for better roads, and as 
I still have a very great interest 
in my home province, which every 
Albertan boasts about with pride, 
I am writing to add by plea to the 
Government that this is our present 
greatest need. 

The Maritimes are considered 
backward by many people, but I 
assure you that at least their roads 
are of a very high standard and 
are kept open despite the heavy 
snowfall. Ask any of the people 
in the Annapolis Valley how im¬ 
portant they consider their main 
highway to the attraction of tourist 
trade, which means increase in in¬ 
come for all. It has paid, and will 
always pay. 

In England even the country 
lanes are paved. I am amazed at 
the way the British used to deride 
their roads, and yet, comparing 
theirs with ours, we are very much 
back in the dark ages. There is 
many an old Roman road I have 
been down still in use, because they 
really were built to last. 

I suggest we start near the U.S. 
border, build the roads to be per¬ 
manent, sacrificing speed for 
quality. We must have good roads, 
we must.

Application has been made by the 
Town Council to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Health for approval of the 
Waterworks and sewerage plan for 
Vulcan, following a special meet¬ 
ing of the Council held on Monday 
night. 

A committee is investigating the 
financing of such an undertaking in 
preparation for an application for 
approval of the plan by the Board 
of Public Utilities Commissioners. 

Only after the Town of Vulcan 
has received the approval of these 
two Boards can a money by-law be 
presented to the Vulcan ratepayers 
asking for authority to proceed 
further with waterworks and 
swerage if, after drilling and test¬ 
ing wells, an adequate supply of 
suitable water is located. -4 

In the first case, the Board of 
Public Health reviews the proposed 
plan to see that it is practical and 
that it will, conform in every way 
with public health regulations. 

In the second case, the Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners goes 
over the method of financing, and 
makes sure that it is satisfactory 
and that the Town of Vulcan is 
not undertaking a debt that it 
would be unable to pay. Govern¬ 
ment engineers will check every 
phase of the plan and approve it 
before the by-law is presented to 
the Vulcan ratepayers. 

No definite date can as yet be 
made for the by-law, but it is ex¬ 
pected shortly. 

It was disclosed at the meeting 
that applications for the purchase 
of lots in the Town of Vulcan in 
the past month now number 25. 
Most of these have had first and 
second readings. 


At the meeting of the Vulcan 
lions Club on Monday night it was 
disclosed that all equipment for the 
Vulcan and District Memorial 
Swimming Pool had now. been or¬ 
dered and delivery dates obtained. 
Some of the equipment will start 
arriving this week, and all of it 
will be here by the middle of April. 
All that now remains is advertising 
for tenders for the actual construc¬ 
tion and raising the balance of the 
funds necessary. 

The secretary revealed that to 
date |9,100 had been donated, with 
$1,060 of this sum being spent on 
the well. . With the paddling pool, 
the total cost of construction will 
be approximately $11,000. With 
donations that have been pledged, 
but not yet received, the fund still 
remains a little over $2,000 short. 
It is hoped that this sum will be 
realised within the next couple of 
weeks, as all equipment and gravel 
must be paid for as it is delivered.

It was also decided to stage a 
marble contest. Details are being 
arranged by the committee as well 
as the date. It will be on a Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, and an effort will 
be made to have it rug during 
school hours. 

Softball was another topic of 
discussion and resulted in the de¬ 
cision to sponsor peewee softball, 
and in order to create greater in¬ 
terest, to also form a men’s league, 
with each team sponsoring one of 
the teams in the peewee league. 
The Lions will field three teams 
and other organizations will also 
be asked to field teams in the men's 
league. 

The memorial to be erected at 
the swimming pool was discussed 
and details left to the committee, 
which is headed by F. M. Anderson.
